Having alſo remark d in his Grace's 
Speech to both Houſes of Parliament, moſt 
kind Offers of his Grace's good Offices to- 
wards obtaining ſuch farther Laws, as ſhall 
be thought neceſſary towards bringing home 
the ſaid wand'ring Sheep into the Fold of 
the Church, as alſo a good Diſpoſition in 
the Parliament to join in the [audable Work, 
towards which every good Proteſtant ought 
to contribute, af leaſt his Advice: I think 
it a proper Time to lay before the Publick, - 
a Scheme which was writ ſome Years ſince, 
and laid by to be ready on a fit occaſion. 

That whereas the ſeveral penal Laws and 
Statutes now in being againſt Papiſts, have 
been found ineffectual, and rather tend to 
confirm than reclaim Men from their Er- 
rors, as calling a Man Coward, is a ready 
Way to make. him fight, It is humbly pro- 

'd, 
Mr? That the ſaid penal Laws and Statutes 
againſt Papiſts, except the Law of Gavel- 
kind, and that which diſqualifies them for 
Places, be repeal'd, abrogated, annull'd, de- 
ſtroy'd, 
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ſtroy d, and obliterated to "all Tacencs and 
Purpoſes. | 

II. That in the Room of the 1d pehal 
Laws and Statutes, all Eccleſiaſtical url 
diction be taken from out of the Hands of 
the Clergy of the eſtabliſh'd Church, an 
the ſame be veſted in the ſeveral Popi 
Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, Deans and Arch- 
deacons, nevertheleſs ſo as ſuch Juriſdiction 
be exercis'd over Perſons of the Popiſh Re- 


ligion only. 


III. That a Popi/h Prieſt ſhall be ſertled. 


by Law in each and every Pariſh in Ireland. 


IV. That the ſaid Popiſb Prieſt, ſhall on - 


taking the Oath of Allegiance to his Ma- 
jeſty, be entitled to a tenth Part or Tithe 
of all Things tithable in Tre/and, belonging 
to the Papiſts, within their reſpective Pa- 
riſhes, yet ſo as ſuch Grant of Tithes to 
ſuch Popiſb Prieſts, ſhall not be conſtrued 


in Law or Equity, to hinder the Proteſtant 


Clergyman of fuch Pariſh from receiving 
and collecting his Tithes in like Manner as 
he does at preſent. 

V. That in Caſe of Detention or Sub- 


traction of Tithes by any Papiſt, the Pariſh 
Prieſt do have his Remedy at Law in any 
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(0) 
of his Majeſty's Courts, in the ſame Man- 
ner as now practiſed by the Clergy of the eſta- 
bliſh'd Church, together with all other Ec- 
clefiaſtical Dues. And for their further 


_ Encouragement to vex their People at Law, 
it might not be amiſs to oblige the Solli- 
_ Citor-General, or ſome other able King's 


Council, to give his Advice or Afliſtance to 
ſuch Prieſts Gratis, for which he might re- 


ceive a Salary out of the Barrack Fund, 


Military Contingencies, or Concordatum ; ha- 
ving obſerv'd the Exceedings there better 
paid than the Army or any other Branch 
of the Eſtabliſhment, and I would have no 
Delay in Payment in a Matter of this Im- 
portance. 


VI. That the Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, 


have Power to viſit the inferior Clergy, and 


to extort Proxies, Exhibits, and all other 


Perquiſites uſual in Popiſo or Proteſtant 


Countries. 

VII. That the Convocation having been 
found by long Experience to be hurtful to 
true Religion, be for ever hereafter aboliſh'd 


among Proteſtants. 


VIII. That in the Room thereof the Po- 
piſb Arch-biſhops, Tk Prieſts, Deans, 
Arch- 
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Arch-deacons, and Proctors, have Liberty 
to aſſemble themſelves in Convocation, and 
be empower'd to make ſuch Canons as they 
ſhall think proper for the Government of 
the Papiſts in Ireland.

HE Church Thethnbiner, which 1 
am now to treat of, is ſuppoſed to to 
have been invented in the Reign of Heury 
the Eighth, about the Time when that fe- 


| ligious Prince put ſome to Death for own- 


ing the Pope's Supremacy, and others for 
denying Tranſubſtantiation. 1 do not find 
however, any great Uſe made of this Inſtru- 
ment till it fell into the Hands of a learn- 
ed and vigilant Prieſt or Miniſter, (for he 
frequently wrote himſelf both the one and 
the other) who was ſome time Vicar of 
Bray. This Gentleman lived in his Vicat= 
age to a good old Age; and after having 
ſeen ſeveral Succeſſions of his neighbouring 
Clergy either burnt or baniſhed; depatred 
chis Life with the Satisfaction of having 
never deſerted his Flock, and died Vicar of 
Bray. As this Glaſs was firſt deſigned to 
calculate the different Degrees of Heat in 
Religlon, as it raged in Popery, or as it 
cooled and grew temperate in the Reforma- 
mation, it was marked at ſeveral Diſtances; 
after the Manner our ordinary Thermome-

If i is well known, that 7. orricellius, the |

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Inventer of the common Weather-Glaſs, 
made che Experiment in a long Tube which 
held thirty- two Foot Water; and that a 
more modern Virtuoſo finding ſuch a Ma- 
chine altogether unweildy and uſeleſs, and 
conſidering that thirty- two Inches of Quick- 
ſilyer weigh 'd as much as ſo many Foot of 
Water in a Tube. of the ſame Oircumfe- 
rence, invented that fizeable Inſtrument 
which f is now in Uſe. After chis Manner, 
chat I might adapt the Thermometer I am 
now ſpeaking of to the preſent Conſtitution 

of our Church, as divided into High and 
Mg I] haye made ſome neceſſary Variati- 

ons. both in the Tube and the Fluid it con- 
tains,. In the firſt Place, I ordered a Tube 

; to be caſt in a planetary Hour, and took 
Care to ſeal it hermetically, when the Sun 
was in Conjunction with Saturn. I then 
took the proper Precautions about the Flu- 
| id, which is a Compound of two different 
Liquors; one of them a Spirit, drawn out

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of a ſtrong heady Wine; the other a parti- 
cular Sort of Rock-Water, colder than Ice, 
and clearer than Cryſtal, The Spirit is of 


a red fiery Colour, and fo very apt to fer- 


ment, that unleſs it be mingled with a 


Proportion of the Water, or pent up very 
cloſe, it will burſt the Veſſel that holds it, 


and fly up in Fume and Smoak. The Wa- 
ter, on the contrary, is of ſuch a ſubtle, 
piercing Cold, that unleſs it be mingled with 
a Proportion of the Spirits, it will fink al- 
moſt through every Thing that it is put 
into, and ſeems to be of the ſame Nature 
as the Water mentioned by Quintus Cur- 
tius, which, fays the Hiſtorian, could be 
contained in nothing but in the Hoof, or

which I ſet down at length, not only to give 
my Reader a clear Idea of it, but alſo to fill

| Ignorance. 

The Reader will obſerve, that the Church 
is placed in the middle Point of the Glaſs, 
between Zeal and Moderation, the Situation 
in which ſhe always flouriſhes, and in which 
every good Engliſhnan wiſhes her, who is 
a Friend to the Conſtitution of his Countrey. 
However, when it mounts to Zeal, it is not 
amiſs; and when it finks to Moderation, it 
is ſtill in a moſt admirable Temper. The 
worſt of it is, that when once it begins to 
riſe, it has ſtill an Inclination to aſcend, in- 
ſomuch that it is apt to climb from Zeal 
to Wrath, and from Wrath to Perſecution, 
which often ends in Ignorance, and very 
often proceeds from it. In the fame Man- 
ner it frequently takes its Progreſs through 
the lower Half of the Glaſs; and when it 
has a Tendency to fall, will gradually de- 


ſcend

ſcend from Moderation . to Lukewarmneſs, 
and from Lukewarmneſi to [afidelity, which 
very often terminates in Ignorance, and al- 
ways Proceeds from it. 

It is a common Obſervation, that the or- 
dinary Thermometer will be affected by the 
breathing of People who are in the Room 
where it ſtands; and indeed it is almoſt in- 
credible to conceive. hom the Glaſs I am 
now deſcribing will fall by the Breath of a 
Multitude crying Pepery,' or on the contra- 
ry, how it will riſe when the fame, Multi- 
tude (as it ſometimes happens) cry out in 
the fame Breath, The Church is in Danger. 

As ſoon as I have finiſhed; this my Glafs, 
and adjuſted-it to the above mentioned Scala 
of Religion, that I. might make proper Ex- 
periments with it, I carried it under my 
Cloak to ſeveral Coffee-houſes, and other 
Places of Reſort about this great City. At 
St. Fames's.Coffee-houſe, the Liquor ſtood 
at Moderation; but at Willis, to my extreaam 
Surprize, it ſubſided to the very loweſt Mark 
of the Glaſs. At the Grecian it mounted 
but juſt one Point higher; at the Raine 
it {till aſcended two Degrees: Chil 8 *

ed it vp to Zeal, and other achacent Coffee- 
houſes to Wrath.” 

It fell in the lower Half of the Glafs as 1 


went further irito the City, till at lengtli it 


ſettled at Moderation, where it continued 
all the Time I ſtayed about the Change, as 
alſo whilſt I paſſed by the Bank. And here 
I cannot but take Notice, that through the 
whole Courſe of my Remarks, I never ob- 
ſerved my Glaſs to riſe at the ſame Time 
chat the Stocks did. 

To compleat the Experiment, I prevail- 
ed upon a Friend of mine, who works un- 
der me in the occult Sciences, to make 2 


Iſland of Great Britain; and after his Re- 
turn, to preſent me with a Regiſter of his 
Obſervations. I gueſſed before- hand at the 
Temper of ſeveral Places he paſſed through, 
by the Characters they have had Time out 
of Mind. Thus that facetious Divine, Dr. 
Fuller, ſpeaking of the Town of Banbury 
near a hundred Vears ago, tells us, it was a 
Place famous for Cakes and Zeal, which I 
find by my Glaſs is true to this Day as to 
the Heck Part of this Deſcription; though 
J muſt confeſs it is not in the fame Repu-

tation for Cakes that it was in the Time of 
that learned Author; and thus of other 
Places. In ſhort, I have now by me, di- 
geſted 1 in an alphabetical Order, all the 
Counties, , . Corporations and Boroughs in 
Great-Britain, with their reſpective Tem- 
pers, as they. ſtand related to my Thermo- 
meter. But this I ſhall keep to my ſelf, be- 
cauſe I would by no Means do any Thing 
that may ſeem to influence any enſuing E- 
lections. 

The Point of Doctrine which 1 would 
propagate by this my Invention, is the ſame 
which was long ago advanced by that able 
Teacher Horace, out of whom ] have taken 
my Text for this Diſcourſe : We ſhould be 
careful not to over-ſhoot our ſelves in the 
Purſuits even of Virtue. Whether Zeal or 
Moderation be the Point we aim at, let us 
keep Fire out of the one, and Froſt out of 
the other.
